Short Stories of 
the Buckeye State 


BAJflLY J>AY MILL BURRS 


Flint Ridge, on which IB located 


the ancient earth-work whose explor- 
ation was completed by Professor W. 
C. Mills of the State Archaeological 
and Historical Society last week, is 
a formation that was a puzzle to 
the early geologists of the state. They 
could not locate It stratlgraphically. 
It originates in Franklin township. 
Licking county, about eight miles 
southeast of Newark, and extends 
in an easterly direction 
through 


Hopewell township for about nine 
miles and almost to the Muskingum 
county line. 


Of varying thickness it is a flinty 


rock whose hardness differs in the 
different zones and depths of the for- 
mation—all 
properly 
denominated 


chalcedony or chert. 
The first to 


view the ridge in a scientific way 
were amazed at the extensive work- 
ings along its extent—deep and ex- 
tensive pits marking its 'course, an 
index of the magnitude of the civil- 
ization that depended on this source 
for its raw material in making stone 
implements. 


Judge E- -M- P- Brister in his his- 


tory of Licking county gays a vein 
of iron ore in the ridge was worked 
in a small way in the early history 
of the country—the ore being trans- 
ported by wagon to distant furnaces, 
but it did not pay. Under the flint 
bed is a clay stratum accompanied by 
a coal seam, too small to be worked 
extensively, but which here and 
there reaches the thickness of six 
inches. 


Th.e 'ate profesor Leo Lesqiiareux 


of Columbus decided that the TTint 
bed was to be identified stratigraph- 
ically with the coal seams that were 
in his day being worked at Nelson- 
ville and Straitsville. When the early 
settlers of state were dependent for 
flour for their breadstuff upon water 
tpower grist mills, it was between 
stones quarried often from this same 
flint ridge that much of their wheat 
and 
ROTO was ground. 
These were 


called burrs—spelled 
variously as 


"Buhrs" and "Burs" and the com- 
position of Flint Ridge is sometimes 
called "Biihr Stone." 


Complete mill burrs were made 


by millwrights on the ridge in the- 
early decades of the last century and_ 
transported on ox-drawn carts to dis- 
tant point: 
but 
later 
the French 


method of making the tjurrs in sec- 
tions and joining them was adopted, 
thus 
reducing the transportation 


problem to the possibilities of early 
day facilities. 
No stones are used 


in flour mills now except possibly 
a few old Jinie rtrills—steel rollers 
being used instead.
